THOMAS ( 1 ) WIGGIN  carne  from  England  to  II ew  England  in  l6Rl  as 
the  Agent  of  Lords-  Brook  and  Say,  and  it  is  said  remained  one 
year  investigating  matters  pertaining  to  the  developement  of 
their  interests, and  returning  to  England  in  1632, made  such  a 
good  report, they — Lords  Brook  and  Say  influenced  him  to  again 
come  to  Hew  England. . 

He  married  a  wife — Catherine  Whiting — during  his  stay  in  Eng¬ 
land,  and  in  the  fall  of  1633  in  company  with  about  forty -fam¬ 
ilies  that  he  hed  collected  returned  to  this  country  to  colon¬ 
ize  that  part  of  New  Hampshire  now  knowh  as  Dover  Point. 

Jeremy  Belknap  commenting  upon  that  company  of  men  said-they 
were  substatial  men,  and  of  some  account  for  religion*. 

Thomas  Wiggin  it  is  said, was  bom  in  l600,and  fce  died  in  1667 
at  Sandy  Point ,  St  rat  ham,  N.H* 

If  born  in  1600  he  early  carne  into  prorninencd  in  his  own  coun¬ 
try,  for  it  is  a  matter  of  record  that  in  1624-  he  petitioned 
the  CROWN  for  a  letter  of  Marque  against  FRANCE, an  indication 
of  his  standing  in  England  as  a  man  of  more  than  ordinary  con- 
cection  and  ability; and  it  is  certain  no  man  in  the  Province 
enjoyed  greater  favor  with  the  CROVTT  and  The  Massachusetts 
Bay  Colony, than  Thomas  Wiggin-* 

That  he  made  several  trips  between  England  and  this  country 
before  1631  is  the  opinion  of  the  writer..  It  is  a  matter  of 
record  that  he  witnessed  a  legal  paper  at  Kittery,Me.in  1629'*, 
but  it  is  l67l  and'  onward  that  we  have  records  of  his  activ¬ 
ity  in  the  PROVINCE  as  Gov*.q£  ..the-  Pnve.r  PlimtAt.iu3nya0.cal 
Agent  for  Lords  Brook  and  Say, a  large,  land  holder  of  Grants 
from  the  CR0T7N  and  by  purchase *his  influence  extended  beyond 
the  borders  of  the  Province  of  New  Hampshire. 

One  record  seems  to  support  the  idea  that  he  was  bom  earlier 
than  loOO, for  as  a  Magistrate  in  1667  he  is  reported  as  too 
ancient  and  infirm  to  hold  court.. 

He  was  held  in  great  esteem  by  Jeremy  Belknap, who  wrote  the 
History  of  New  Hampshire, and  refered  to  by  John  Scales, hist¬ 
orian  and  genealogical  writer  as  that, "GREAT  BUSINESS  MANAG* 
ER  under  Lords  Brook  and  Say."

Andrew  and  Hannah  biggin  spent,no  doubt  a  busy  and  happy 
life  at  ’’Squampscott  Farm,  '’busy  because  he  had  hundreds  of 
Acres  of  lend  to  care  for  and  beside  he  had  his  title  to  the 
land  to  defend, and  in  addition  he  had  a  large  family  to  pro- 
vide  for#,  her  life  must  certainly  have  been  a  busy  one, with 
her  household  dirties  to  attend  to  and  her  children  to  care 
for,  phe  must  have  had  little  leisure  time*.  But  withall  theirs 

must  have  been  a  happy  life# 

Squampscott  seems  to  have  been  very  free  from  Indian  troubles 
and  no  doubt  they  were  always  well  supplied  with  the  necessar¬ 
ies-  of  life#-  Ten  of  their  children  lived  to  grow  to  man  and 
womanhood  and  all  were  married, there  were  over  40  grandcnild— 
ren#  There  is  evidence  that  one  child  died  in  infancy#.

Appointed  to  re¬ 
present  the  town  of  Stratham  in  the  General  Assembly  1716  and 
was  chosen  on  the  committee  to  "build  the  first  meeting  house 
in  town* 

Mr  "Tiggin  was  on  the  Bench  of  the  Superior  Court  1720-1756 
and  Judge  of  Probate  for  the  Province  1742-1756;  was  speaker 
of  the  House  of"  Representatives,  1728-1745 •

The  name  of  Wiggin — Wigan— Wiggian — Uygan- -  Tyg eyn- -  occurs 
repeatedly  in  the  "Rouli  Curia  Regia”  or  Court  Rolls  of 
England-  Sometimes  spelt  various  ways  when  the  same  person 
is  evidently  refered  to — Among  other  instances  in  6th  Rich¬ 
ard  1st  there  was  a  plea  about  a  Manor  of  Swarf ord( One  mile 
from  Uigg inton  in  Oxfordshire  England) and  there  it ^ was  proved 
that  the  Manor  was  granted  by  Henry  1  on  the  day  his  grand¬ 
son  Heniy  11  son  of  Empress  Matilda  was  bom  ie  1155  to 
Uigain  Maresealls  Sno  ie  his  Marshall  ie  Commander  of  the 
Cavelry, a  veiy  high  post  held  only  by  a  great  Node — 

A  Saxon  Bishop  named  Wigan  died  A.D.953*- 

(Capt* Thomas  invariably  spelled  his  name”'wIGGiu •  ) 
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Governor  Thomas  Dudley  of  the  Hass  .Bay  Gol ony,who  was  the 
grandfather  of  Hannah  Bradstreet  who  mafried  Andrew  Wiggin 
(son  of  the  1st  .Thomas)  can  he  shown  hy  the  Encyclopedia  Brit- 
tanica  and  the  Complete  Peerage  to  have  been  a  direct  descend¬ 
ant  of  King  Edward  1  ofEng land, and  who  married  in  turn  the 
grand  daughter  of  King  Lotilis  1X( St  .Louis) of  France*. 

So  that  all  the  Wiggins  or  descendants, descended  from  xUidrew 
Wiggin  can  prove  royal  descent  probably  more  authentically 
than  any  family  in  the  U.S..
